Prefident ia his meffzge faid much about /pecifie appro- 
priations, and cenfured the expenditure of money © ith- 
evt fuch appropriations, yet it appears by the docu 
ments laid before Congrefs that the monies expended in 
the repair of this veflel were taken from the fund ap)ro- 
priated for the fuppost of our own mavy, and that by ap- 
plying them in this manner they have been diverted 
from the objz&s of the appropriation and applied to de- 
fray ‘he expences of our foreign intercourfe. 

the object of Mr. Grifwold’s refolution, was to ob- 
tain information whether the repairs put upon the Ber- 
ceau were intended to fit her for the fervice of the U ait.

The fair edifice erefted by the liberality, and

ftudents, perifhed i in the flames. 
inaufpicious and affli€tive event, which the 
providence of a holy God has permitted to 
take place, we are.humbled and mourn.

Capt. Brown turther informs, That the 
Batavian fleet, confifting of five 74’s, two 
trigates, and feveral tranfports, with five 
thoufand troops on board, had arrived there a 
few days velore he failed—That Le Clerc, 
who,had been wounded, was at Port-au-Prince 
—That the French troops were almoil con- 
tinually kept within their fortifications—and 
that feveral different {couting parties had been 
entirely cut of: by the Blacks. 

Our informant further adds, That Rigaud, 
who came out with the French army, had 
turned traitor, and hed nearly given up a part 
of the French army ; but, on the eve of putting 
his {cheme into execution, his letters toa 
genera! in the Spauifh part of the ifland were 
intercepted. Rigaud, with feveral of his 
aids, wére immediately taken prifoners, and 





put on board of a 74, and failed for France 
on the sih inftant, to receive his trial. 

When Capt. Brown failed, there were at the 
Cape no lefs then erghty-/even fail of Ameri- 
can vellels at that place—out of thefe, only 
four lad permiffion tofail. ‘The French not 
only have taken out the feamen from thefe 
veffels, but treat them with every poffible 
indignity. No bills or movey had yet been 
given for their cargoes, 


exeept in an indi- 
vidual inflance or two. 


‘The one fourth cafh 
which 1s paid, goes no farther than to pay the 
duties and port expences; fo that nota fingle 
dollar 1s brought away by American veffels. 
How long will our government thus fuffer 
their commerce to be interrupted, and their 
feafaring citizens weated in the moft brutal 
manner ?
